THE importance of Africa as a field for the pro- 
ducers and manufacturers of the United States is il- 
lustrated by some figures just received by the Treas- 
ury Bureau of Statistics showing the commerce of 
the United Kingdom with Africa. Considerable pride 
has been felt in the fact that the exports from the 
United States to Africa have grown to $33,000,000 in 
the fiscal year 1902, but a comparison of these figures 
with those of the exports from the United Kingdom 
to that continent shows that our exports to Africa 
still form a very small proportion of the importations 
of the Dark Continent. The total exports from the 
United Kingdom to Africa, according to figures re- 
ceived by the in IQol, 
$157,000,000, or practically five times as much as the 
exports from the United States to Africa. 


Bureau of Statistics, were, 


INFORMATION of timely value to the commerce of 
the country is brought together in the July summary 
of internal commerce, issued by the Treasury bureau 
of statistics. Of interior trade movements the report 
states that for seven months ending with July, 1902, 
the receipts of live stock at the five markets of Chica- 
go, Kansas City, Omaha, St. Louis and St. Joseph 
reached a total of 34,222,094 head, in contrast with 
35,323,972 head for the corresponding period of Igot. 
There is a difference of 1,101,878 head to be supplied 
before ‘the receipts of the current year shall have 
equalled those of last year. Analysis of stocks of cut 
meats at the five markets of Chicago, Kansas City, 
Omaha, St. Joseph and Milwaukee show that on July 
31 of the current year there were on hand 209,094,087 
pounds. On the corresponding date of 1901 the com- 
bined stock consisted of 279,801,345 pounds. Freight 
receipts at 121 points on the great lakes for the month 
of July, 1901, were 7,004,685 tons, and for the corre- 
sponding period of 1902 there were received 7,582,- 
848 tons at 144 different ports. Shipments from 204 
different points for July, 1901, were 7,031,357 tons 
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and for 1902, 7,436,548 tons from 217 ports. Total 
shipments for the first seven months of I90I were 
19,653,334 tons and 26,876,004 tons for the same 
period of 1902, showing a gain of 7,222,670 tons, or 
36 per cent; 16,568,899 tons passed the Sault Ste. 
Marie canals, against 11,548,192 tons in I901 and 12,- 
775,246 tons in 1900.

THE emigration statistics of the United Kingdom, 
carried through the seven months ending July 31, 
show a material increase in the number of people who 
have left the British Isles to seek homes for them- 
selves in foreign countries. In that time 102,030 left 
Irish or British ports who were British citizens, and 
100,635 left British ports who were either foreigners 
or whose nationality was not known. The number 
of British nationality coming to the United States in 
the first seven months of this year was about 800 less 
than during the first seven months of the year 1901. 
There was a falling off both in the English and the 
Irish emigration and a gain of about 1,000 in the 
Scotch emigration. About twice as many, both from 
England and Scotland, went to British North Amer- 
ica in the first seven months of 1902 as went there 
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during the first seven months of the previous year. 
Altogether, including foreigners sailing from Great 
Britain, the number of emigrants to Canada during 
the present year is 41,292, as compared with 26,557, 
which represents the outgo of the year previous. 
Australian emigration shows a decided falling off, 
while that for Cape Colony and Natal jumped from 
11,995 in the seven months of 1901 to 21,311 for the 
first months of the current vear. So

He 
carries a small kit of tools, and when it comes to re- 
pairing the stove or lamp he aiways finds out that 
it is necessary to send to his alleged headquarters for 
a needed article, and as he is not coming back into 
that vicinity he must have payment in advance. He 
would state that he would be in Cleveland, Ohio, 
where the parts were sold, the following, Saturday, 
and would see that the needed article was sent back 
immediately, also that the express charges would be 
small, owing to so many in the village ordering to- 
gether. His bait was well set and the victims he cap- 
tured were numerous. The sums lost range from 25 
cents to $2.00. The name given by this man was 
A. J. Beel. He claimed that he represented _ the 
Aluminum Novelty Works, Cleveland, Ohio. It is 
said that no firm of that name exists in Cleveland. 

When I read one of the numerous articles of this 
character that appears in the papers in some part of 
the country from time to time, I confess that I cannot 
feel any great sympathy for the victims. Surely some 
of the hardware dealers located in that section of 
New York visited by this oily stove-fixer must carry 
repairs for lamps and oil stoves. The housewife or- 
dering repairs from a local dealer does not have to 
pay 25 cents, $2.00 or any other sum in advance, and 
if the repairs are not what they want they do not have 
to take them. In cases where money is paid in ad- 
vance to the dealer there is no danger of his disappear- 
ing, as they know who he is and can lay their finger 
on him in case of trouble, whereas in a case of the 
ephemeral strangers, who are here to-day and there 
to-morrow, it is impossible to kick when they do not 
live up to their contracts. 


A LEADING hardware dealer was talking to me the 
other day about association work and he said: “Hard- 
ware dealers can secure the greatest aid from fellow 
dealers and the greatest damage to their business in- 
terests comes from the same cause. The manufacturer 
who raises the price of nails $1.00 a keg doesn’t hurt 
you as much as the hardware dealer across the street 
who sells them for 3 cents. Let me narrate a little in- 
cident to show how hardware dealers can get clever 
tips from one another. In the city where I live there 
is an ordinance to the effect that gasolene can only be 
sold in red cans with the word ‘gasolene’ painted on 
the side of it. Well, customers would come in with 
oil cans of every shape, form and color except red 
and ask for gasolene. Then | would explain that the 
law said gasolene cans had to be painted red, and 
people weuld grumble and go elsewhere. One day 
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| met a couple of fellow dealers and commenced tell 
ing them my troubles in selling gasolene. One dealer 
said, “Why don't you do as I do? [ have a rubber 
stamp bearing the word gasolene and a littie red paint, 
and when a customer with the wrong kind of a can 
comes in | simply smear a little red paint on top 
the can, make a bluff at it with my stencil and every 
thing is O. kK.’ 

“The other dealer said: ‘| have a different schem« 
\ customer comes in with an ordinary oil can. [| sav. 
“My friend, | am very, very sorry, but | cannot sell 
you gasolene in any but a red can. However, if you 
will order benzine instead | can supply vou, as ther: 
is no law against the sale of benzine in any old col 
can.” But | said, ‘If the customer wants gasolene hx 
don't want benzine. They are two different articles.’ 
Whereupon my friend said: ‘Brother dealer, you ar 
slow, very slow. The kind of benzine | sell when a 
customer asks for gasolene comes out of the sam 
barrel I sell my gasolene from. The customer or 
ders benzine. I sell him benzine, and if he finds out 
he received gasolene when he gets home, according to 
his desire, whose fault is it? It is by the peculiar ex 
pression of the eye when I| tell the customer I will sell 
him benzine that induées him to order that liquid when 
he originally intended to buy gasolene. Since that 
conversation no empty cans have left my store. | 
have, moreover, sold large quantities of benzine and 
have cultivated a fancy wink that tells my customer a 


great deal.”

Tue Chicago Underwriters’ Association has been 
having much trouble with certain makes of cheap gas 
stoves, usually installed by the owners of flat build- 
ings where the landlord provides such fixtures and 
gets the cheapest thing in the market. 

Several fires are said to have been caused by these 
stoves in a flat building in Prairie avenue, and at the 
request of the fire department the association sent an 
inspector to make an investigation. He found that in 
each flat there was a make of gas stove with the flame 
within nine inches of the wooden floor, and with noth- 
ing between but a thin plate of sheet iron, soon rusted 
out by the moisture of the floor. The inspector found 
the floor charred under many of the stoves and a 
number of tenants reporting that they had smelled 
smoke, while at least three alarms of fire were traced. 
The inspector recommended that the stove be raised 
at least three inches from the floor and that a stove 
board and a sheet of asbestos be put under it. This 
reports sounds formidable, but when simmered down 
there is nothing in it. All gas stoves that are near the 
Hoor should have stove boards under them for safety 
sake, and the neglect of householders to take this pre 
caution is no fault of the stove.

SUVIO FIRE VASE GAS HEATER

SUDDEN DEATH OF JAMES DUFFY. 





The trade will learn with deep regret of the death 
of James Duffy of the Duffy-Trowbridge Stove Mfg.

MISSOURI RIVER JOBBERS MEET. 


he Missouri River Hardware Dealers’ Associa 
tion held a meeting at Kansas City, Mo., on Sept. to 
for the purpose of considering the rate situation, 
which seems likely to effectually shut Kansas City 
and other Missouri river hardware centers out of the 
Colorado market. The Santa Fe announced a rate 
of 27 cents from Chicago and 22 cents from St. Louis 
to Colorado common points on iron products, effective 
Sept. 3. This is a cut of 50 cents from the normal 
tariff and is an application to Colorado points of the 
rate in effect from Chicago and St. Louis to Kansas 
City on the same products. The Colorado dealer will, 
under the new tariff, be able to lay his stuff down at 
home at exactly the same rate as applies to Kansas 
City, and the Missouri river jobber will be debarred 
from doing any business in iron products in Colorado. 

The Missouri River Hardware Dealers’ Association 
is composed of the hardware firms in Kansas City, 
(maha, Sioux City, Council Bluffs, Lincoln, St. Paul, 
St. Joseph, Leavenworth and Atchison, and all were 
represented at this meeting. The jobbers of all these 
different cities are entering individual protests against 
the application of the cut rates and demanding a re- 
duction in the rates from Chicago and the Mississippi 
river to the Missouri river to a basis not higher than 





7 cents from the Mississippi river and 12 cents from 

Chicago.

POSSIBILITIES AND BENEFITS OF LOCAL OR- 
GANIZATION. 


INTRODUCTORY 
In making this brief address to you, | make no pre- 
tensions to any oratorical ability, nor do I intend to ad- 
vance any strictly original ideas. 

I have been deeply interested in the organization of 
various hardware organizations, as I am a thorough believer 
in the old maxim that “In union there is strength, and be- 
lieve that the present is emphatically a day of combined 
rather than individual effort. 

It has been my good fortune to be present at nearly 
50 meetings of various state hardware associations, and I 
can say from my own personal experience that these. organ- 
izations have accomplished wonders, considering the time 
they have been in operation and the magnitude of the trade 
evils with which they have to contend. 

LOCAL ORGANIZATIONS ARE REPLETE WITH UNTOLD POTENTIALI- 
TIES. 

However much good a state organization can do, it is, 

in my opinion, after candid consideration of the matter, 
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secondary in importance to the local association. The local 
association, as far as the hardware trade is concerned, is 
as yet in its infancy. It is replete with untold potentialities, 
and it is my purpose here to-night to present to you the 
practical results of various associations of this character, 
and also to outline data as to what associations in other 


lines have done. 
DIFFERENT PRICES ON SAME GOODS. 
One point where local association can do great good is 


along the line of uniform prices. 


At the last meeting of the Minnesota Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association, J. F. McGuire presented a slip show-

of Minneapolis as follows:

THE ASSOCIATION OFFERS A REMEDY. 


This wide divergence of prices on staple hardware 
articles shows that there is a screw loose somewhere. Some 
of these Minneapolis dealers were evidently not getting 
enough for their goods. Being ignorant of conditions in 
the hardware trade in Milwaukee, I do not know what the 
result would be if a number of dealers put the price at which 
they sold various staples on a slip and these were collected 
in a hat and compared. 

I should not be at all surprised if on some staples there 
was not a divergence in the prices in this city. This asso- 
ciation offers a remedy as hardware associations in differ- 
ent cities have succeeded in establishing uniform prices on 
hardware staples, and by a little work on the part of mem- 
bers, succeeded in maintaining them. Peoria, for instance, 
has done excellent work along this line. 
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A SAVING THROUGH CO-OPERATIVE BUYING. 


One of the most important possibilities of organization 
lies in co-operative buying, and subsequent elimination of 
the profits of manufacturers’ agents and jobbers. 

The Chicago Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association has 
been most successful along this line, as during the year 1901 
the association bought $16,000 worth of goods, and on these 
goods the members of the association saved from $3,500 to 
$3,700, or nearly 25 per cent. 

During the year 1901 that association had very satis- 
factory deals on refrigerators, and on rubber hose; also 
on blue flame oil cooking stoves and oil heaters. Even 
such small accounts as gas hose cocks, wire cloth, and stove- 
pipe wire showed up with quite respectable savings for the 
members entering the co-operative pool. 

As early as January this year, this association awarded 
their 1902 business on wire cloth, refrigerators, rubber hose, 
screen doors and windows, making an important saving 
in each case. 

AMOUNT OF INDIVIDUAL AND CO-OPERATIVE PURCHASES CON- 
TRASTED. 


Suppose 100 Milwaukee dealers entered into a scheme 
of co-operative buying, the size of their purchases would 
become a formidable item which would insure them bed 
rock prices from manufacturers as well as low freight rates

IT INSPIRES CONFIDENCE 


Co-operative buying has a number of cogent arguments 
i its behalf. One is that it gives the individual dealer 
greater confidence in his prices. If you gentlemen should 
order a carload of nails together, through a buying com- 
mittee who receive three per cent for their trouble and you 
thereby knew absolutely what every other dealer in Mil 
waukee who belongs to the association was paying for his 
nails, the customer who came into your store and tried to 
bluff you down on prices, by lying about your competitor's 
prices, would certainly get the worst of it. 

Under a system of irregular prices a dealer on being 
told in a confidential manner by some nervy customer that 
So-and-So sells these goods 10 per cent cheaper than he 
does, is shaky as to his ground, as he does not know but 
! 


that his rival dealer is getting a better discount from the 


jobber or manufacturer than he is. 
SIMPLICITY ITSELI 


lhe way co-operative buying 1s worked in the Chicago 
Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association is simplicity itself 
lhe members at their regular monthly meeting sit around 
a long table, and each member ships in a quarter, providing 
a fund for a certain staple liquid refreshment for the even- 
ing. Salesmen for various manufacturers show their goods, 
argue on their different points, and state the price they 
will make to the association for a carload delivered to the 
buying committee of the association. 

Each member states how many of the goods he will take 
at a pro rata rate, and if enough members are impressed 
with the proposition, a carload order is made up and or- 
dered. Otherwise, the deal falls through, and the members 
of the association are not out anything. 

The goods when ready are consigned to one member 
of the buying committee, who receives them at his store or 
warehouse and notifies the different members that their 
goods are there and should be called for. The members 
send their delivery wagon over and get the goods. 

The financial problem of the Chicago association in deal- 
ing with its members has, as a general thing, been quite 
satisfactory. 


EARLY CLOSING. 


Taking the local hardware association movement through- 
out the country, it has probably accomplished more good 
up to date along the line of early closing than on any other. 

Hardware dealers throughout the country are commenc- 
ing to argue that the game is not worth the candle when a 
man works all day up to six o'clock, goes home to a hurried 
supper, and back at 7 to work until 9 or 10. 

The youngster who complained to his mother that “the 
man who stays around here Sundays licked me,” was prob- 
ably the son of a hardware dealer under the old routine, 
for the man who works morning, afternoon and evening 
hardly has time to see his family at all. 

This early closing movement varies widely in. differ- 
ent sections of the country. In some cities hardware stores 
close at 6 oclock and in some at 7; some close early at 
stated days in the week. ‘This early closing movement has 
just made its appearance among the hardware dealers or 
“Ironmongers,” as they are called in conservative England, 
and judging from the tone of the hardware press in that 
country the movement is likely to become general 








CREDIT SYSTEM. 
lhe advantages of local association as regards credit 
system are obvious. It is all too common for some men 
with a perverted sense of honesty to run up a bill with 
one dealer, and after the same has assumed considerable 


proportions to transfer his trade to another victim. The 


local association by keeping a list of undesirable customers 
can save many times what it cost its members in the course 
of a year 

lhe way one local association takes hold of the credit 
system is by having the secretary at the end of each week 
send each member of the association a list of such custom- 
ers as are poor pay or pay slowly. It is an understanding 
between members of the association that customers who are 
dead beats shall not receive credit from any member of the 
association until they pay up their bill at the last place 
where they traded. If they refuse to do this, they should 
not be granted credit. This is certainly common sense, 
for the dealer who grants credit to the man who has failed 
to pay his previous bills is giving away goods in the great 
majority of cases. 

In working this credit system, and in issuing lists of 
customers who are dead beats, have it understood that any 
merchant who is skeptical about the rating.given a customer 
can ascertain how much he owes the other man by calling 
upon the secretary. 

Suppose that Smith is a member of the association, and 
receives a list on which he sees the name of Jones. Ii 
Jones is a man who bought a few goods and paid him cash 
recently, Smith naturally thinks he is all right, but the ap- 
pearance of his name on this list should place him on the 
alert, and he should ascertain from the secretary of the asso- 
ciation just how much Jones owes Brown, a fellow member 
of the association. 

Possibly when Smith starts looking up the matter he 
will find from the secretary that Jones owes several hundred 
dollars in separate accounts and has never paid any of them. 

This should be sufficient evidence to Smith not to grant 
any credit to Jones even if he has paid him cash, and in 
99 cases out of 100, if he is a level-headed business man, he 
will not do it. 

These advantages of local association work I have given 
herewith, viz.: Uniform Prices, Co-operative Buying, Early 
Closing and Credit System have all been put in operation 
by local hardware associations in different parts of the coun- 
try and have proven themselves to be practical. 

A NEW GIANT 

Of course there are many other advantages, such as the 
interchange .of views on matters of business detail which 
one dealer can give another. It must be remembered also 
that this retail organization movement is yet in its infancy. 

It is a new giant, bat it has not yet recognized its power, 
which may in the future proceed along new lines. 

FREIGHT SERVICE 

One of these is the question of freight service. The 
manufacturers of Buffalo, N. Y., have a very powerful as- 
sociation and an efficient working official corps. The various 
manufacturers of the association keep tab on the service they 
receive from different railroads in different competing points, 
both as to time of service, amount of breakage of material, 
price, promptness and courtesy in adjusting complaints, etc. 
Take Erie, Pa., for example. ‘There are five railroad sys- 
tems between Buffalo and Erie. The manufacturers adopted 
a system by which they kept tab on the service of each road 
and at the end of three months’ time, they reported as to 
the road giving the best service. This road hereafter re- 
ceived the entire patronage of the association. 

Why isn't this scheme feasible for the Milwaukee Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association? 

CO-OPERATIVE DELIVERY IN DULUTH. 

The retail grocers of Duluth, Minn., have successfully 
adopted a co-operative delivery system. There is no ques- 
tion but that the hardware dealers of Milwaukee could effect 
an important saving if they made arrangements to hire all 
their deliveries made by a co-operative concern rather than 
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ive each dealer maintain a separate delivery wagon, driver, 
tc he advertisement any individual dealer gets from his 
name on a delivery wagon is hardly worth the difference 
cost between having an individual driver and wagon and 
sing a co-operative system 
CO-OPERATIVE DELIVERY IN YPSILANTI 

I give herewith a description of the way co-operati: 
elivery has worked in a Michigan city: 

After numberless meetings, nearly every day, extending 
ver a period of about two months, the Ypsilanti Merchants’ 
nd Traders’ Association was organized It is incorporated 
nder the laws of the state. with a capital of $1,500, divided 
into shares of $1 each. Its purpose is to systematize, control, 
‘heapen the delivery of merchandise to its patrons. It 


started out with five members“using the wagons, but two more 
firms soon joined the association and another wagon was 
needed They have lately taken in a butcher, and they find 
they can deliver meats just as well as they can groceries. 
Each member, with the exception of one, took 125 shares of 
the capital stock, the one member taking 100 shares only 
| will state here that interest at the rate of 10 per cent pet 


imnum is paid upon the stock. This is done so that the 
members furnishing the most money toward forming the 
issociation would receive the most benefit from it. The 
money derived from the sale of the stock was used to pur- 
chase their equipment. They found that they could use to 
advantage about $500 worth of the wagons and horses that 
had previously belonged to some of them. The balance was 
hought new. There still remains in the treasury to be sold 
950 shares of stock. Through co-operation four men with 


four wagons and eight horses do the work that formerly 
required eight men, with thirteen horses and thirteen wagons 
to accomplish Thus it will be found that they are getting 
their delivering done for about one-half what it cost them 


by the old method. 
ADVANTAGES OF CO-OPERATIVE DELIVERY 

This item of expense is not the only advantage to be 
taken into consideration, for by the present arrangement 
they can give much better service than could possibly be 
given in the old way. The city is divided into four districts 
and each man has his particular district in which to deliver 
goods. Thus each man has only a small territory to cover 
and consequently, can deliver a load of goods in about half 
the time it would take did he have the entire city to go 
over. Again, they are delivering.in all parts of the city 
at the same time, thus giving equal service to all ow 
patrons. The wagons run by a schedule, and our customers 
soon learn the time for the departure of the wagons, and get 
their orders in accordingly. They all feel more than pleased 
with the system. Each store has nineteen wagons leave it 
each day, so you see they are in shape to deliver quite 
an amount of goods. 

Still another advantage, and one that will surely be 


taken into consideration by the already overworked grocery~ 


man, is the fact that the work of delivering is practically done 
away with as far as they are concerned, for they have one 
man whose duty it is to see that the horses are properly 
cared for, and the harness and wagons kept in good repair. 
Each member pays for service in proportion to the amount of 
business he does, and so far they have had no trouble to 
agree upon what each should pay. Weekly -payments are 
made to the treasurer. The assessments vary from $5.80, 
which is the smallest amount paid by any store, to $11.78, 
which is the largest amount. These payments have been 
large enough to pay their running expenses and still have 
about $35 each week to be placed in a fund for the purchase 
of new horses and wagons when needed. No officer of the 
association receives anything for his services.

A STRONG ASSOCIATION RUNS EASILY 

Some timid dealers may say there is no use of an asso- 
ciation trying to do anything owing to the failure of mem 
bers to live up to their agreements. This objection holds 
good for a weak, but not for a strong association. When 
an association through the adoption of various schemes and 
measures for the benefit of its membership has reached a 
point where its membership is valuable, then it can keep its 
membership in line very easily by the simple threat of ex 
pulsion. 

A certain strong local hardware association, on learning 
that two members who were located opposite each other, vio- 
lated a 6 o'clock closing rule, simply sent a special committee 
to visit both of them and inform them they would have to 
close as agreed or be thrown out of the association. The two 
dealers promptly signed. 

In another association, which embraced all the dealers 
in another city, one member declared that he would stay 
open on an approaching holiday, whereupon four other dealers 
jumped up and each announced that if dealer No. 1 stayed 
open, he would also stay open, put large advertisements in 
the paper and sell at cut prices on that day only. When the 
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holiday came, you couldn’t have bought a pound of nails 
in that town for love or money. 
CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion I would say that I am very glad to be 
with you to-night, and that I believe the next few years 
will show a marvelous growth both in the number of local 
hardware associations and in their power for good for their 
membership. 

Manufacturers are organized, jobbers are organized, 
transportation companies are organized and our mercantile 
class cannot prevent being pushed to the wall except by or- 
ganizing for self-preservation. 

When the hardware trade reaches the stage where very 
thriving city has a strong, loyal, local association; where 
each state is well organized with these aforesaid local or- 
ganizations as a base, and where the National Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association is a powerful body including 
in its ranks state associations in every state in the coun- 
try, then hardware dealers will generally acknowledge that 
the foundation of their twentieth century success is due 
to the co-operation of their triple organizations—local, state 
and national. . 

At the conclusion of this address Louis Weiss moved 
that a vote of thanks be given Mr. Johnston. The motion 
was unanimously carried. The members then discussed the 
possibilities of co-operative buying, uniform prices, incor- 
poration of the association, etc. 

The following ordinance on the sale of gunpowder, etc., 
passed by the Milwaukee council, Aug. 14, 1902, was dis- 
cussed at length: 

Section 1. It is hereby made unlawful to keep or suffer 
to be kept or stored in any building by him or her owned or 
occupied in the city of Milwaukee, any quantity of gun- 
powder, dynamite or other explosive material greater than 
one pound in said premises for the purpose of sale, and 
said gunpowder, dynamite or other explosive material shall 
be on sale in said premises only between the hours of 8 a. 
m. and 4 p. m. Every person, firm or corporation having 
for sale gunpowder, dynamite or other explosive material, 
shall have the same enclosed in a fireproof vault to be lo- 
cated outside of the building, or to be placed underneath 
the sidewalk in front of or abutting on said premises, upon 
the written consent of the chief of the fire department of 
said city, and a determination by him that said vault or side- 
walk is fireproof. 

Sec. 2. It is hereby made unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation to keep or suffer to be kept or stored in any 
building, vault or beneath any sidewalk, gunpowder, dyna- 
mite or other explosive material to exceed twenty-five pounds ; 
and it is hereby made the duty of every person, firm or cor- 
poration having on sale or having in store gunpowder, 
dynamite or other explosive material, to first obtain from 
the chief of the fire department of said city a permit in writ- 
ing so to keep or store said gunpowder, dynamite or other 
explosive material before placing the same on sale or keep- 
ing the same in storage. Said permit shall designate the 
place where said gunpowder, dynamite or other explosive 
material shall be kept or stored, and the location thereof 
shall not be changed without the written consent of the chief 
of the fire department of said city. 

Sec. 3. Every person, firm or corporation, and every 
officer, member, agent, servant, or employe of any firm or 
corporation, who shall violate any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall, on conviction thereof, be punished by a fine 
of not less than ten dollars nor more than two hundred dol- 
lars, together with the costs of the action; and in default 
of payment thereof shall be imprisoned in the house of cor- 
rection of Milwaukee county for not less than thirty days 
nor more than ninety days, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 4. All ordinances or parts of ordinances contraven- 
ing the provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. This ordinance shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication. 

The association will hold their next meeting Sept. 22, 
and as each member will do some active proselyting a large 
attendance is looked for.

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THE LEGACY OF SEWALL NEWHOUSE. 





We speak of a great politician or statesman as 
wielding a potent influence. It is true that a Wash- 
ington or a Lincoln influences the destinies of future 
generations to a marvelous degree, but the average 
governor, senator of even president leaves scarcely a 
ripple on the surface of the world’s history. Great 
religious leaders and sociologists with the courage 
of their convictions leave the imprint of their labors 
in the future, but it is seldom that a politician, business 
man or mechanic does. Among the mechanics and 
commercial men whose personal bent has been com- 
municated to generations is Sewall Newhouse. New- 
house was a builder of traps who joined the Oneida 
Community, a religious organization founded near 
Oneida, N. Y., in 1848, by John Humphrey Noyes.

The commercial organization, founded on the 
mechanical excellence of Sewall Newhouse, has 
gained in power with the passing years and is 
now the Oneida Community, Ltd., Kenwood, N. Y., 
capitalized at $600,000, for the manufacture of hard- 
ware specialties.

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FURNACES AND HEATERS.

Their 
features include all cast shield front, extra deep ash 
pit, large ash pit door and mica rake off with this 
firm's new positive dust escape, non-clinker firepot cast 
in two sections to insure durability; Superior flat 
shaking or Smyth duplex dumping grate, extra heavy 
cast iron dome and steel combustion chamber, with 
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immense radiating surfaces that circulate the burning 
gases and flames through the top return flue opening 
entirely around the large combustion chamber. The 
castings for Superior furnaces are made extra heavy 
and substantial, of the highest grades of Lake Superior 
Bessemer and charcoal pig iron. The new Superior 
furnaces were specially designed to meet the require- 
ments of the trade for an exceptionally heavy, sub- 
stantial and durable heater, of the low-down pattern, 
mounted with either steel plate or solid cast iron radi- 
ator. It is fitted with ornamental cast shield front, 
large ash pit and new anti-clinker duplex revolving 
grate, which is composed of four separate triangular 
bars, any one of which can be readily removed from 
the ash pit or replaced when necessary, without the 
removal of bolts. 

The combustion dome and sectional fire pots are 
cast extra heavy. All castings are connected by cup 
joints, easily packed with fireclay or cement, making 
them absolutely gas and dust tight, due allowance be- 
ing made for expansion and contraction of the metal. 
A patent dust flue connects the ash pit with the com- 
bustion dome. This dome is of large proportions to 
insure a perfect combustion of the gases, producing 
an intense heating surface, which will retain the heat, 
maintaining a uniform and continuous radiation of 
the products of combustion. 

The construction of the radiator is such that the 
products of combustion passing from the dome into 
the radiator must circulate entirely around the radiator 
before reaching the smoke exit. This, with a continuous 
current fresh air supply passing over the heated sur- 
faces of the heavy sectional firepots and enlarged com- 
bustion dome, thence through the hot air chamber of 
the radiator, produces a continuous flow of pure, fresh 
warm air through the pipes and registers into the 
apartments connected with the furnace. 

The radiator is so constructed that it can be adjusted 
on the dome to bring the smoke pipe in the most direct 
line with the chimney, thereby avoiding elbows and 
angles.

Let A B C represent the pipe, and E F the line 
through which the pipe at an angle of 45 degrees, 
which will be the position of the damper when closed. 
Divide the semi-circle into any even number of equal 
parts, as, I, 2, 3, 4, etc (even numbers, because in 
doing so you obtain the center line of the short di- 
ameter of the damper). Carry lines up until the cut 
the line E F as dotted lines, then draw solid lines 
across and at right angles to the line E F and num- 
ber them to correspond with spaces in semi-circle as 
1, 2, 3, 4, etc. With the dividers step from a to I on 
dotted line, and with one point of the divider at a; 
cut the solid line 1 each side of the line E. F. Step 
from b to 2 and with one point of the dividers on b, 


A B 
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cut the solid line to both sides of the line E F, and 
so on until all the spaces have been transferred. Now 
set the dividers so as to draw an arc through the 
points 5, 6, 7, both sides of the line E F, and then set 
them to draw the two end circles as II, 12, 11 and I, 
ot.

The same method is used to obtain the shape of a 
hole in a piece of sheet metal that a pipe is to pass 
through on an angle.

A LONDON PAPER ON THE TRUSTS. 








The London Daily Telegraph in a recent article on 
American trusts, says: 

“The masterly moderation and consummate ability 
in dealing with human nature which characterize the 
policy of the greatest of trusts indicates the real moral 
strength of the trust system in general. Notwith- 
standing the enormous demand for iron and steel, 
prices have been kept at a reasonable level, largely 
due to the United States Steel Corporation, which re- 
fused to raise prices unduly. 

“Here we have the most gigantic monopoly the 
world has seen controlling the principal material of 
modern industry, in a period of intense demand. Up- 
on all preconceived notions the price would have been 
remorselessly pressed upward against the consumer 
and the directors of the billion dollar combine would 
have realized the last cent of immediate, usurious profit 
that the conditions of the market allowed, but they 
have done nothing of the kind. 

“One reason, as Mr. Bell observes, is that the trust 
prefers a steady, regular trade on a vast scale at mod- 
erate profit. 

“But there is another reason. The fate of the tariff 
depends mainly upon the conduct of the Steel Trust. 
If it abused its advantage its monopoly would disap- 
pear by the abatemént of protectionist duties. If it 
keeps its profit down to a reasonable figure it satisfies 
public opinion, prolongs the existence of the tariff, ex- 
cludes foreign competition and maintains a huge mon- 
opoly. 

“We thus perceive the difficulty which attends the 
execution of Mr. Roosevelt’s policy of passing federal 
legislation to extirpate the evils of the trusts without 
injury to their industrial efficiency. 

“Reduction of the tariff is the only method which 
would completely protect the community from the 
practice of such abuses as have occurred and from the 
possibility of worse. But the President has so far re- 
mained mute upon the question of laying sacrilegious 
hands upon McKinleyism, and the shrewd adroitness 
of the trust managers will make it difficult to grapple 
with them by any method which protects their monopo- 
list power from foreign competition.”

HOW TO MAKE METAL POLISHES. 





It is not difficult for any person to‘make his own 
metal polish. It can be done cheaply and will prob- 
ably give you better satisfaction than,the polish you 
buy. Here are a few re¢ipes for good polishing soaps : 

I. 20 to 25 pounds liquid.curd soap, intimately 
mixed with about 30 pounds of fine chalk and one-half 
pound Venetian red. 

2. 26 pounds liquid cocoanut oil soap, mixed with 
12 pounds tripoli and 1 pound each of alum, tartaric 
acid and white lead. 

3. 25 pounds melted cocoanut oil saponified with 
12 pounds soda lye of 38 to 40 degrees B., after which 
3 pounds rouge, 3 pounds water and 2 ounces am- 
monia are crutched in.—Popular Mechanics.

The Farm Implement News gives an interview with 
a farmer who opposes the patronizing of catalogue 
houses. He says it doesn’t pay in the long run. He 
also objects to buying from dealers who do not have 
a regular price and then stick to it.

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STEAMERS BRING IRON CARGOES. 


Commenting on the exports of pig iron to America, 
the Economist declares that the movements of iron are 
the most remarkable in the history of the trade and 
says: 

“There is a hunger for material amounting almost 
to a famine, notwithstanding that the industrial de- 
pression on the continent has abated the activity in this 
country. Every liner from the Clyde and the Mersey 
is taking as much pig iron to the United States as it 
cares to carry. Steamer after steamer is being char- 
tered to take full cargoes from the Tees, Clyde and 
west coast ports to Baltimore, Philadelphia and other 
points. The latest movement for tonnage to convey 
pig iron from our shores to New Orleans, Pensacola 
and other Gulf ports is perhaps the most striking of 
all. One notable feature is the large quantity of 
steel-making iron, unwrought steel and finished steel 
which America is now drawing from this country and 
Germany.” 

While representatives in London of the biggest iron 
interests in America said that they had not bought a 
single pound of iron in England for American con- 
sumption, it was learned at the offices of one of the 
largest iron factors in London that the export account 
of -Middlesborough alone showed a remarkable in-
